Transfer of Registry From German to 


Danish Registry and Then to United 


States Registry Is Alleged to Have 


Been a Blind. 


Washington, Nov. 2.— That the neu­ 
trality and ownership of the American 
vessel Hocking is to be challenged by 
the British governm ent in the seizure 
of 
the 
ship 
by 
British 
cruisers 
and taken before the British adm iralty 
court at Halifax, X. S., seems to be 
assured. 
It is expected the state departm ent 
will be requested to ask England for 
a release. 
Reports that the vessel was being 
brought to Halifax in charge of a 
prize crew, was received at the state 
departm ent 
from 
Consul 
General 
Young at Halifax 
The Hocking was formerly a Danish 
vessel, and was given American regis­ 
try this summer after its purchase by 
the American Trans-Atlantic S team ­ 
ship company , a firm incorporated in 
Delaware. 
At the time of the transfer the de­ 
partm ent of commerce asked the state 
departm ent if there were any objec 
tions to the granting of registration. 
The inquiry was m ade because the of­ 
ficials had reason to believe that the 
transaction was open to challenge, the 
charge being made that the ship was 
originally German, th at the transfer 
to Danish registry was merely a blind. 
The 
state departm ent 
held 
that, 
while the vessel might later be re­ 
quired to prove actual neutral char­ 
acter. and the validity of transfer of 
registry , there was no grounds in Igni­ 
ted States law for refusing registry , 
as application was m ade by the Ameri­ 
can corporation now owning the ver 
sels. 
T hat such action would he taken 
against the vessels of the company 
was surmised here, after England, ten 
day s ago announced 
that she had 
abrogated the rule of the declaration 
of London, which provides that the 
enemy or neutral character of a ves­ 
sel is determined by the character of 
the flag she is entitled to fly . 
If Great Britain replies that the 
statute of the vessel has been referred 
to a prize court for investigation, the 
United States will not object, as it 
has alway s held that the vessels trans­ 
ferred in wartim e were subject to 
challenge to prove their neutral char­ 
acter. 
The state departm ent also was ad­ 
vised that the American ship Llama, 
formerly under Germ an registration 
and owned by the Standard Oil com­ 
pany , ran aground near Dundee, Scot­ 
land, while in charge of a British 
nrize crew.
